Prof. Russell, as Dr. Sears says in his Preface, went over the whole book twice care¬ 
fully, with pencil in hand, to correct and add to it, and especially adapt it to the wants of 
American Scholars, and Prof. Green went over it once carefully. 

Dr. Sears also says, “In the preparation of the present enlarged and greatly improved 
edition the latest London edition of the original work, unabridged and entire, has been 
given, though with variations of arrangement and numerous valuable additions.” No later 
English edition has been made by the author, as this was four years after the death of Peter 
Mark Roget. 

The last London edition has just 1000 words defined, and each word is numbered, beginning 
at “ No. r ” Existence ; and ending with “ No. 1000” Temple. 

This is exactly what our edition contains. The last English edition lacks the very care¬ 
ful editing given to the American edition by Dr. Sears and Profs. Green and Russell. It 
also lacks the Complete Alphabetical List of “ Foreign Words and Phrases,” which most 
commonly occur in general literature, defined in English; and many other additions which 
adapt our edition to the exact wants of American scholars and readers. 

In no point, therefore, is the last English edition, issued long after Dr. Roget's death, equal 
to the American edition, so carefully edited by three competent scholars ; and the American 
edition has many excellences which the English has not.

Koradi and William T. Amies. 

The second day (Wednesday) opens with 
Estes & Lauriat’s invoice, which includes 500 
“Zigzag” volumes and 100 Miss Parloa’s “ Cook- 
Book ;”then follow John R. Anderson and Henry 
S. Allen, who offer 100 copies of the new edi¬ 
tion of Roget’s Thesaurus ; James R. Osgood & 
Co., with a full line of publications ; W. J. 
Widdleton, with his editions of Poe and Wilson, 
Roberts Brothers, with limited offerings of most 
of their salable books; A. Williams & Co.; 
E. P. Dutton & Co.; Sheldon & Co., who offer 
700 copies of their edition of Roget’s Thesaurus ; 
Andrew F. Graves, agent; the National Pub¬ 
lishing Company ; Hurst & Co., who send over 
2000 copies of their Dictionaries ; and John E.

including nearly 800 sets of the “Encyclopaedia;” 
Brown & Derby and John Grant conclude 
Friday’s sale. 

Saturday, the fifth day of the sale, is given up 
to the balance of the catalogue, comprising the 
list of J. D. Williams and numerous miscella¬ 
neous invoices. On Thursday at one o’clock 
the stereotype plates of Cooper’s novels, 32 vol¬ 
umes, will be offered for sale. 


TRUBNER’S CATALOGUE OF DICTION¬ 
ARIES AND GRAMMARS. 

A “ Triibner Catalogue ” needs no letter of 
introduction of ours. It is sure to be a safe 
guide, for the bookseller as well as the student, 
to the field it desires to cover, and we can safely 
endorse the following facts taken from the 
preface of the handsome volume before us. The 
success of the “ Catalogue of Dictionaries and 
Grammars” published by the Messrs. Tri'tbner 
in 1872, of which a large edition was exhausted 
in a comparatively short time, and for which 
the demand still continues, has encouraged 
them to compile the considerably augmented 
edition now presented to scholars, linguistic 
students, and booksellers. In the notice pre¬ 
ceding the original list, they stated their object 
to have been to provide students and booksell¬ 
ers with a book of ready reference to the titles 
of those approved grammars and dictionaries 
that could be obtained without difficulty. This 
principle has been adhered to in the prepara¬ 
tion of the new edition, and they have no hesi¬ 
tation in declaring that within the limit as above 
stated no person or persons will consult it 
without finding, more or less, the information 
he or they may stand in need of. Their cata¬ 
logue may now justly claim the title of a “ Bib¬ 
liography not an ideal but a “ practical ” one, 
inasmuch as it enumerates the best literature on 
the subject still accessible, which moreover can 
with few if any exceptions be supplied either 
out of their own large accumulations of stock, 
or be procured by them to order if a reasonable 
time be allowed. The original catalogue con¬ 
tained about 1100 titles on 64 pages, while this 
second edition enumerates 3000 titles on 170 
pages. The additions to this new edition are 
mainly due to the painstaking care of Mr. 
Hiersemann, with whom its preparation has in a 
great measure been a labor of love. 


LOCKWOOD’S DIRECTORY. 

Howard Lockwood, the enterprising pub- 
lisherand journalist for the stationery and paper 
trades, has just issued his directory for 1882 
of the paper, stationery, and printing trades, 
the title and contents of which were given in 
the “ Weekly Record ” for April 1. The present 
is the eighth edition of this useful guide to the 
trades in whose interests it appears, and is a 
compact and substantial volume, neatly printed, 
and full of important information. We know 
from experience the labor that such a compila¬ 
tion entails—labor which is by no means ap¬ 
parent to those who find such frequent occasion 
to consult it. 

We take from this issue of “Lockwood’s 
Directory ” the following comparison between 
the status of the paper-mills for 1881 and 1882 : 
The total number of mills in 1881 was 962, of 
which 928 were in operation and 34 were idle. 
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In 1882 there are 1004 mills, of which 974 are in 
operation, and but 30 idle. “ Sixteen mills 
have been abandoned, while 12 have been de¬ 
stroyed by fire. Eight of these last have been 
rebuilt. There appear to be 46 more mills in 
operation than reported last year. The move¬ 
ment toward the enlargement of mills and the 
construction of new ones, noted in our edi¬ 
tions for the past two years, still continues, and 
we report this year a list of thirty-nine mills in 
course of construction. These are divided 
among almost all classes of paper, but are 
chiefly to be devoted to the manufacture of 
writing, book, and chemical wood pulp. 
Should all these mills go into operation during 
next y6ar, there will be over 1050 mills to re¬ 
port in our next edition.” 

To this edition of the “ Directory” a depart¬ 
ment has been added containing a list of book, 
job, and lithographic printers throughout the 
country. This is very thorough and complete, 
and the volume as now presented is exactly 
what it claims to be—a “directory.” 


NOTES ON AUTHORS. 

John Cotter Morison is writing a mono* 
graph on Macaulay for the English Men of Let- 
' lers . 

Horace Lennard, better known as “ The 
Melancholy Jacques,” is preparing a new vol¬ 
ume of poems for publication in London. 

Mr. J. Burkill, of Otley, who is well known 
by his contributions to literature, will shortly 
publish “Reminiscences and Personal Experi¬ 
ences.” 

Mr. Snodgrass, the translator of Heine’s 
“Wit, Wisdom, and Pathos,” has in press a 
version of Heine’s fragment on “Religion and 
Philosophy in Germany.” 

Dr. R. C. Smedley, of West Chester, Penn., 
is writing a history of the “ Underground Rail¬ 
road” in that State — a work which promises to 
be full of picturesque and pathetic tales. 

Mrs. Harriet Prescott Spofford’s new 
serial story, begun in the last number of Our 
Continent , is called the “ Marquis of Carabas,” 
and has, according to the New York Tribune , 
all Mrs. Spofford’s accustomed warmth of col¬ 
oring. 

John Morley is engaged upon a great work 
which is to fill ten or twelve substantial vol¬ 
umes and form a revised version of what was 
published many years ago as “English 
Writers.” Mr. Morley expects to finish this 
work in ten years. 

* M. Amiot, of Cherbourg, has collected pho¬ 
tographs of all of Millet’s early works (mostly 
portraits) which he could find in the neighbor¬ 
hood, and proposes to publish them with such 
information as he can gather about the artist’s 
early life and struggles. 

The only daughter of Sir William Hamilton, 
who died a month ago, had nearly completed a 
translation of the late Professor Lotze’s “ Mi- 
krokosmus.” Professor Green intends to 
bring out, through the Clarendon Press, a 
translation of Lotze’s “ System der Philoso¬ 
phic.” 

J. A. Symonds has decided to postpone the 
volume of sonnets he was preparing under the 
title of “ Vagabunduli Libellus,” and will issue 


in its stead a collection, called “ Animi Figura,” 
of sonnets on ethical and psychological themes. 
In this he will incorporate some which he has 
already published, together with over ninety 
new ones. 

Miss Blanche Roosevelt is putting the 
finishing touches to her “ Reminiscences of a 
Poet’s Home Life,” which will be issued in 
about two months. It will be a book of three 
or four hundred pages, giving a picture of Long¬ 
fellow at home, drawn from notes commenced 
in 1880, when Miss Roosevelt was on a visit to 
the poet at Nahant. 

Miss Kate A. Sanborn, Teacher of English 
Literature in Smith College, Northampton, 
Mass., having made so great a success with her 
“ Purple and Gold,” that unique poetical pub¬ 
lication of Osgood & Co., during the past holi¬ 
days, has begun the preparation of a Round- 
Robin Literary Series —instructive cards con¬ 
cerning prominent authors and their works, for 
the use of teachers of literature. 

Berthold Auerbach, says the N. Y. Tribune , 
“ left a fragment of a projected autobiography, 
the only completed portion of which is that re¬ 
lating to his ancestors. With a relative, Dr, 
Auerbach, of Frankfort, he kept up for many 
years an uninterrupted correspondence which 
will probably furnish good material for a 
memoir of the novelist.

Leslie Stephens, the author 
of the “ History of English Thought in the 
Eighteenth Century," has just completed a 
treatise under the title of “ The Principles of 
Ethics,” which Messrs. Putnam expect to have 
ready in April. The volume of the Hon. S. S. 
Cox, entitled “ Pole to Pyramid, by Way of 
Palestine," the title of which has been wrongly 
announced in many journals as “From Po to 
Pyramid,” is approaching completion. It will 
contain twenty-four illustrations, finely en¬ 
graved on wood, and will be somewhat similar 
in general appearance to the first work of the 
same author, “ Search for Winter Sunbeams." 


The next meeting of the International Liter¬ 
ary Congress will be held at Rome, Italy, in 
May. 

The death is announced, at the age of sixty- 
eight, of the well-known Paris bookseller, M. 
Auguste Fontaine. 

Macniven & Wallace, publishers and book¬ 
sellers, Edinburgh, have purchased the old- 
established business of John Maclaren & Son, 
of that city. 

Mr. Quaritch will in a week or two publish 
a “Second Series of Bibliographical Collec¬ 
tions and Notes on English Literature, 1474- 
1700," by Mr. W. Carew Hazlitt. 

The Society for Promoting Christian Knowl¬ 
edge has undertaken to publish the “ Ecclesias¬ 
tical Year-Book," which is being edited by the 
Rev. F. Burnside, under the direction of a 
committee. 

Baron Tauchnitz has issued a new edition 
of his two thousandth volume, Mr. Morley’s 
work on English literature, and among its cor¬ 
rections is one of the curious blunders which 
deprived Francis Mahoney of credit as the 
author of the “ Reliques of Father Prout." 

The Princess Beatrice’s “ Birthday-Book," 
says the London Publishers' Circular , “ has 
reached a second edition. The latest novelty 
in the same direction is a ‘Charles Dickens 
Birthday-Book,’ compiled by his eldest daugh¬ 
ter, and illustrated by his youngest daughter." 

Mr. Quaritch, of London, is about to pub¬ 
lish a catalogue comprising the literature of 
fiction—not including any of the countless 
novels and romances which have flooded the 
reading world during the last century—from its 
earliest appearance in the form of apologues 
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and fables down to the sentimental absurdities 
of the seventeenth century. 

Theodore Child, formerly a scholar of 
Trinity, Cambridge, who has been long in Paris, 
says the Academy , “has written a little volume 
giving a history, literary, anecdotic, and biblio¬ 
graphic, of Shakespeare and his works in 
France, from the end of the eighteenth century 
up to the present day. His volume contains 
much curious information about the companies 


of English actors who have played in Paris, 
their rejection by the early Anglophobists, their 
warm acceptance by the Anglomaniacs stimu¬ 
lated by the beautiful Miss Smithson, whom 
Berlioz married, and then the indifference that 
succeeded. Sketches of all the French Shake¬ 
spearian critics and translators are also given ; 
and justice is done to the much-abused Ducis, 
who, though he mauled Shakespeare horribly, 
yet did much to spread the influence of his 
‘ master * in France.”
